telephone wires and immediately fell 
asleep again. 
She was aroused by a 


man standing beside her bed. He said 


"If you don't make any noise I won't 


hurt you. 
Give me that money." 


Miss Shepardson had $130 in gold 


in her purse which, with her watch, 
she kept under her pillow. 
The mid- 


night mechanic grasped the valuables 
'and Miss Shepardson defended with 
might and main. 
The room was in 


confusion with tipped over articles 
of furniture, before Miss Shepardson 
•was knocked unconscious by a vicious 
blow in the face. 


She did not regain consciousness un- 


til morning. Her night robe was torn 
and her arms and face showed black 
and blue marks, while on her throat 
was the Imprint of the burglar's fin- 
gers.

The "Miner" Reports Progres 


Made in the Development o 
Some of the Properties in anc 


Near the Growing City of Butle 


King-Tonopah — The crosscut from 


the 300 level Is in 90 feet and 
has 


passed through 70 feet of ledge mat- 
ter. 
The shaft is down 320 feet, a 


which point sinking- was discontinued 
pending the installation of a 44 h. p 
hoist, which is now on the ground 
The shaft for 108 feet above the 300 
level is in ledge matter, all of good 
milling character ,and the crosscut 
has proved this body of ore to be one 
of the most extensive in the district. 
The Klnkcad mill is being removed to 
the new site near the King-Tonopah 
shaft as rapidly as possible, and 
it 


will be ready for operation In a short 
time. 
The nesv machinery and amal- 


gamating pary aie en toute and will 
soon be on the giound 
The capacity 


of the enlarged mill will be 40 tons a 
day. 


Liberty—W 
C. Wyncoop, manager 


of the Liberty group, reports that 
a 


rich streak has been opened up on the 
200 and 250 levels which varies itom 
3 to 4 inches to 2 feet in width 
and 


runs from 500 to 1000 ounces in silver 
This streak has been followed for a 
distance of 25 feet on both levels, and 
has every appearance of being a per- 
manent shoot. 
The remainder of the 


vein, which is from 3 to 10 feet 
in 


width, is composed of high-grade mill- 
ing ore averaging between $50 and 
$60. The ore is a soft chloride, which 
yields easily to the pick, but few shots 
being necessary, and is broken down 
on canvas and sacked underground, 
without sorting. 
There are nearly 


400 sacks on the dump, ready for 
shipment. 


The Tokop District—L. L. Patrick, 


manager of the property at Tokop, 
recently bonded by Chicago parties 
from Stewart, Douglas, Lochrle and 
others, completed the initial payment 
of $5,500 this week and sent a force of 
ten men down to commence active 
development work. 
A six-ton 
outfit 


of provisions was also shipped to the 
scene of operations. It Is the Intention 
to begin work at four different places. 
There are fifteen 
different claims In 


the group, and more than twenty veins 
outcrop within the territory, varying 
from 2 to 8 feet in svidth. The ore is 
free-milling and gives uniform assays 
of $14, with rich stringers running as 
high as $300. Mr. Patrick states that 
the plans of the company provide for 
the expenditure of about $300,000, in- 
cuding the purchase price and the erec- 
tion of a mill. There Is an abundance 
of timber in the Immediate vicinity, 
and water can be developed at small 
expense. 


Atwood—W. J. Sinclair has just re- 


turned fiorn a two weeks' visit to At- 
wood, and brings most excellent re- 
ports from that i ich camp 
Trenches 


are being run on the Siena Vista prop- 
erty at intervals of from 20 to 300 feet. 
Seven trenches in all have been cut, 
and from one to four ledges have been 
opened in every ttench 
The ledges 


average 2 feet in width and it looks as 
if they were coming together in one 
big ledge. 
Mr. Sinclair brought back 


with him some of the finest specimens 
of gold ore ever found in this section 
of the state. 
They are studded with 


free gold and assay up in the thous- 
ands. 
Seven assays from the Sierra 


Vista gave the following results, the 
values being almost entirely In gold, 
the silver values running from 12 cts. 
•to ?1.29. No. 1, average of the dump, 
$150.20; No. 2, from bottom of as- 
"sessment hole, $5.40; No. 3, from shaft, 
'$61.20; No. 4, croppings, $71.80; No. 
6, from drift, $118.40; No. 6, from cross- 
cut, $33.80; No. 7, $41.60. Three assays 
of the filling between the ledges show 
values of $2, $7.60 and $160. 


Cohn & Co. have let a lease on their 


property to Claude Inman, who will 
begin active work at once. The Ever- 
ett property Js looking better as de- 
velopment work proceeds. 


The Hasbrouck — The winze which 


was started in the tunnel on the ledge 
Is down nearly 50 feet, at which point 
the ledge Is showing up stronger than 
ever. 
The entire width of the winze 


is in ore showing more than the usual 
quantity of bla,ck metal, and 
the 


whole ledge will average $40, with 
rich streaks of high-grade shipping 
ore, picked samples assaying as high 
as $600. 
Ine main ledge has been 


traced for over 2000 feet in a westerly 
direction, and at the extreme western 
end of the outcropplngs the ledge is 4 
feet wide and shows assays of ?10. A 
ledge has aJso been found on the Sac- 
ramento claim, adjoining the discovery 
claim on the north, and two cross 
ledges have been discovered.

EUROPEAN 
SOCIALISM 


T 


HE growth of Socialism In Europe especially in Ger- 


many, where the political organization is now prac- 


tically equal to all others combined, is causing1 the world 
to look and see. 


The correspondent from Rome, Italy, to the Globe Dem- 


ocrat, .Tuly 14, one of the leading- Republican papers of 
the country, speaking of the Socialistic movement in Eu- 
rope writes. 
"The future belongs to the Socialists. 
Ev- 


ery day helps the Socialistic parties. Public education 
(the movement of history, electional rights, popular sov- 
ereignty, the rule of economic prices, the predominance of 
Industry and commerce — everything works for their in- 
evitable triumph. That Is the basis of future civilization." 


That Socialism is acquiring considerable strength in 


the United States there is no question, and that the or- 
ganization of that name is adding to its membership day 
by day is equally apparent. There is no doubt that the 
Socialistic element will prove an important factor in the 
next presidential election and it it holds the balance of 
power, as may be the case, it will turn the scale as be- 
tween the Democratic and Republican parties. But, while 
it may fichelve some loceil victories, it will never elect a 
president as a separate organization. Its growth and pio- 
gress is similar to that of the Populist party and its ca- 
reer in the United States will be substantially the same. 
The Demociatic party adopted the best principles and 
methods of the Populist pai ty as it has already the prac- 
tical economic reforms, favoied by the Socialists. Ihe 
Popuists wete the natural allies of the Democratic party,
